Sri T, <f Kuhn , Loeb & Co. “as the 
whole thin g" in that compan y's n e 
gotiatioT.s v . 1th the packers while or- 
gan izln g. 
He said n o attorn eys for 
the New York house figured in the 
n egotiation s. 
The idea of origin atin g on e big com­ 
pan y such as the Nation al Packin g 
compan y was the idea of Lord « Pan - 
mure Gordon , Ixmdon , capitalist organ 
i/.er. The En glishman ’s plan was sub­ 
mitted to the late Gustav us Swift, then 
head of Swift & Co. 
It met with ap­ 
prov al from the big packers, but n e­ 
gotiation s at that time were deferred 
on accoun t of the bearish outlook In 
the world of fin an ce. 
The organ iza­ 
tion of the Nation al Packin g compan y
